Replacement of the roof over 
the gymnasium at the high 
school is needed, according to 
the consultants and engineers 


who have drawn up the specifi- 


cations for the work which will 
be subject to approval at the 
special town meeting Aug. 16. 

Prime item in the special 
session is the total roof repair 
and replacement at the high 
school for which the voters will 
be asked to appropriate 
$225,000. 


The high school roof has 
been leaking for the past few 
years and reached a State this 
past year where total examina- 
tion of the problems revealed 
the necessity of the major re- 
pair work. 

The gymnasium roof replace- 
ment is deemed an absolute ne- 
cessity in order to protect the 
hardwood floors below, which 
have already been subjected to 
some damage, but not too seri- 
ous as yet. 


Root leaks of the past year 
caused some of the hardwood 
boards to swell and pop up. 

Failure to replace the roof 
would result in further water 
damage to the floor and possi- 
bly necessitate an expensive 
replacement of the gymnasium 
floors.

Ambulance Goes Mod-Ular

Deputy Fire Chief William 
T. Downs and an_ assistant 
drove to Boston last Thursday 
to pick up Andover’s new mod- 
ular ambulance, and spent the 
week-end getting out the bugs 
and transfering the equipment 
from the 1969 Cadillac. 

The new white van, with 
Omaha-orange and blue letter- 
ing and the internationally rec- 
ognized star-of-life insignia, 
“was ordered last December 
through the state’s Collective 
Purchasing Program, It meets 
the new state and federal speci- 
fications tor emergency vehi- 
cles. Cost to the town was $17,- 
215, a savings of $7 to $10 
thousands over an individual 
purchase. 

Meeting the requirements of 
the 1973 Massachusetts Ambu- 


lance Law and the age and con- 
dition of the present vehicle 
made the purchase of the new 
modular van a necessity, ac-

Post Office Eyes 


Stevens Street Site 


Postal officials indicate 
they are making some progress 
in working with local officials 
to find a site for a new postal 
facility in Andover. 

John Raftus of the US. 
Postal Service told the 
TOWNSMAN this week that 
George Walker, regional direc- 
tor and the engineering depart- 
ment, are workiig on 
additional sites’ in Andover to 
locate a new processing plant. 


Latest site under evaluation 
is the property at Stevens and 
Main Streets, near an old rail- 
road trestle. Also being consid- 
ered is possible expansion of 
the present post office facility 
on Main Street. é 

Finding a location for a new 
post office facility has been un- 
derway here for the better part 
of a year. Original location was 
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meeting the requirements of 
the Ambulance Law. I expect 
the state ambulance inspectors 
any day now — they've already 
visited 100 communities,” said 
Downs, adding that more 
equipment is needed to enable 
Andover to fully comply with 
the law by 1977. 

Sheldon Cohen agreed, but 
said, ' That’s the dilema.

Despite a continued difficult 
economic state in this region, 
the town remains a very popu- 
lar address as evidenced by 
new house starts this past fis- 
cal year. 

Building Inspector Arthur 
Peatman, in his fiscal year 
summary, indicates the town 
has had 153 new home permits 
issued, 57 more than the prior 
fiscal year period. 

Estimated value of the new 
home construction this past 12 
month period is $5,447,000, rep- 
resenting $1,924,500 more than 
a year ago. 

Overall, the totals for all con- 
struction authorized during the 
past fiscal year indicates con- 
tinued growth in the town, and 
on a comparable basis, better 
than in other nearby communi- 
ties.

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For Historic District Status 


After 18 months of study, the 
Andover Historic District Study 
Committee is recommending 
that the Central Street Area be 
considered for official historic 
district status. 

The committee has presented 
its report to the Andover Plan- 
ning Board and the 
Massachusetts Historical 
Society for approval, and has 
called an open hearing on the 
proposed district for Sept. 16. 

Authorized under the State 
Historic Districts Act, such 
Status is designed to preserve 
areas of particular historic and

Industrial 
possibilities included Ballard- 
vale, Marland Mills, Shawsheen 
Village and Abbot Village. 

The committee, however, 
recommended that Andover’s 
first historic district be 
residential in character, 
manageable in size and 
representative of all architec- 
tural styles, and ‘‘adequately 
depict the history of the Town 
at one location.”’ 

Central Street was subse- 
quently chosen because, during 
the settlement period in An- 
dover, it was the nucleus of 
South Parish and the cultural 
center of the town. According 
to statistics compiled in an out- 
side architectural survey, it 
also contains a high concentra- 
tion of the most rare and impor- 
tant architecture in town, and it 
contains representative ex- 
amples of all architectural 
Styles from the First Period 
buildings, built before 1730, 
through Georgian, Federal and 
Early and Late Victorian. 

“This blend of architecture,”’ 
the report says, ‘‘adequately 
defines the history of Andover 
from the settlement period to 
the present.”’ 

The committee said the 
proposed district is small 
enough to insure adequate ad- 
ministration by a newly-formed 
Historic District Commission, 
and it also contains three im- 
portant public meeting houses - 
- the Baptist Church, Christ 
Church and South Parish 
Church. 

Residents in the area have 
been sent forms and informa- 
tion sheets, and will be sent the 
proposed Historic District 
Bylaws within the week. 

The recently released report 
also includes general 
background on the reasons for

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Editorial Comment 


Time To Conserve 


While conservation is a popular item among many An- 
dover folks, it appears the time has come to apply our 
conserving efforts toward municipal funds, rather than 
land. 

Recently the state informed the town that there are 
no funds available to participate in the acquisition of the 
Doyle property, approved at town meeting a couple of 
years ago. 

Cost of obtaining the acreage for the town for conser- 
vation and ‘‘recreation’”’ purposes was $310,000 with an 
indication given the voters that some state aid would be 
available through the self-help program. 

Self-help was a funded program at the state level 
which was to assist local communities in obtaining con- 
servation land. The state would reimburse a town for 
some property acquisition, thus relieving some of the 
tax burden imposed for what is conceivably a 
worthwhile cause - - obtaining of open land and green 
areas. 

But the bond issue floated by the state has now been 
spent and there is no additional funding available for 
such acquisitions as the Doyle land. 

Thus the approximately $150,000 anticipated to be 
returned to the town, now appears to be lost. 

There is promise that if the program is funded again, 
Andover’s request will be placed back on the list and 
studied with an eye toward priority rating. 

We would have doubts about our priority rating in 
view of the large sums of money the town has already 
received through self-help in the past. 

Other communities have climbed aboard the 
bandwagon and will probably receive consideration 
prior to any Andover requests, based on this com- 
munity’s past benefits. 

It therefore seems imperative that the town ad- 
ministrators and voters alike reevaluate their views 
toward adding further to their conservation or open 
space holdings. 

Conservation land, once acquired, has a way of slip- 
ping away from the general public. 


The conservation commission establishes rules for 
public usage of the properties under its control. While 
we somewhat agree with their stand on prohibition of 
recreational vehicles from their properties, tje fact 
remains the lands within conservation commission 
holdings have very very limited use to the general. 
public, other than hiking, bicycling, or such passive 
recreational uses. 

When the Doyle land was presented for approval, 
voters were advised the acquisition would prevent 
building in the area by developers, thus saving the town 
additional expense in services and possible new school 
construction. 

So the town bought the parcel for $310,000. 

Today there is talk of possible school additions to 
meet the continual school enrollment increases. Also, 
statistics for the past year indicate new home construc- 
tion in Andover is almost $2 million ahead of the same 
period a year ago. 

Thus, the $310,000 effort of a couple of years ago 
didn’t seem to be much of a deterrent to the popularity 
of an Andover address.’ | 

Admittedly some action must be taken with regard to 
the Sacred Heart property in Shawsheen, for which the 
town has supplied some conservation funding. 

But, beyond that negotiation, which could end up be- 
ing a healthy expense, we think the time is ripe for a full 
evaluation of the conservaiton property acquisition 
process. 

If, as the selectmen have indicated, there are 
priorities facing the town and its ability to pay, then we 
would consider further conservation property purchase 


’ far down on the list, other than the Shawsheen con- 


sideration. 

Andover ranks high among communities in the state 
with its open space proportion of land within its 
borders. 

The taxpayers should not have to keep contributing 
toward making the town, as a corporate entity, a land 
baron, rather than a service agency.

When on the subject of public funds and taxes, it is 
always easy to look to the school department for critical 
observation. 

Schools traditionally (term intended) absorb the 
highest amount of public funds for operation, therefore 
are liable to become easy targets when one wishes to 
make economic criticisms. 

It therefore should be a two-way street and when 
something commendable comes from that department 
it should be noted.

Recognizing that the finance committee will probably 
note that amount when it ponders next year’s budget 
request, we still feel it worth noting.

WASHINGTON — Ronald 
Reagan stunned Washington 
with his announcement that, if 
nominated, he would choose 
Pennsylvania's liberal senator, 
Richard Schweiker, as his run- 
ning mate.

Benevolent Brass: We pre 
viously reported that the shah of 
Iran has squandered his oil 
billions on modern weapons 
faster than his armed forces can 
assimilate them. The United 
States rushed over technicians 
to help the shah straighten out 
the military foul-up. 

Iran ran up a $93 million bill 
for this technical assistance. But 
we've now learned that Iran was 
charged only $65 million. 
Government auditors dis- 
covered that the shah was never 
billed $20.7 in airlift costs. He 
also was never charged for $7.8 
million in salaries. 

This adds up to more than $28 
million that the Defense Depart- 
ment simply overlooked. The 
secret audit recommends poin- 
tedly that the Pentagon recover 
the missed $29 million.

But the business is also infested 
with fast-buck artists, small-time 
thugs and fly-by-night operators. 

These latter-day bounty hun- 
ters, if they ever get on your trail, 
will annoy your neighbors, 
badger your boss and accost you 
in public. They will ask your boss 
how he can employ a deadbeat. 
They will complain loudly in 
front of others about the money 
you owe. They will makes them- 
selves so obnoxious that you will 
pay to get them off your back. 

Our stories encouraged Rep. 
Frank Annunzio, D.-Ill. to in- 
troduce a bill which would crack 
down on the shady collectors. 
The bill provides penalties for 
those who use threats, misrepre- 
sent themselves or engage in 
harassment tactics. 

The debt collectors have been 
busily lobbying to block the bill. 
Perhaps Congress also should 
hear from people who don’t like 
phone calls in the middle of the 
night, ugly threats and other 
harassing tactics by debt collec- 
tors.

Book Features Essex 
County In Revolution 


An Essex county resident and 
college history professor, Ronald 
N. Tagney, has just published a 
history book, ‘‘A County in 
Revolution’’, which describes the 
historical events that happened 
in Essex County at the start of 
the American Revolution.

Another site, on which the 
postal authorities have placed 
an option is on Dale Street in 
Ballardvale. This site is also 
being found to be objectionable 
among some town officials. 

Raftus said this week that 
he anticipated another meeting 
with local administrators and 
postal officials in a couple of 
weeks, after additional evalua- 
tion is completed on the Ste- 
vens Street site. Being 
considered is the Stevens and 
Main Street location, a small 
addition to the present post of- 
fice, or a combination of both. 

Raftus said that while the 
process is costly, the postal 
Service is making every effort 
to come up with a site which is 
Satisfactory to the town, as 
well as being acceptable to the 
needs of the post office de- 
partm ent. 

Continued delays in site lo- 
cation results in increased 
costs as well as time involved 
in the planning process. 

At the heart of the issue for 
many local administrators and 
organizations is the retention of

and the fire station. The pre- 
sent system connects the am- 
bulance with the fire station 
only. The hospitals particularly 
feel this is a critical need. 
Communication with the ambu- 
lance allows the hospital to di- 
rect the flow of traffic to 
another emergency room if it 
has reached capacity. It also 
allows for critical care instruc- 
tions to the EMT's enroute to 
the hospital. 

The Andover Fire Depart- 
ment has manned the ambu- 
lance service since June 9, 1926 
and had begun training the am- 
bulance attendants in advance 
first aid and cardio-pulmonary 
resuscitation well before the 
passing of the 1973 Massachu- 
setts Ambulance Law, The De- 
partment has ten Emergency 
Medical Technicians (EMT's) 
who have completed an 80-hour 
course. According to Deputy 
Downs, all ten will take a re- 
fresher course this fall. 

ENT training grew out of 
experience in the Vietnam War 
when medical personnel real- 
ized that when a well-trained 
para-medic stabilized a criti- 
cally injured patient before 
transporting him to a hospital, 
the patient’s chances of sur- 
vival were increased enor- 
mously. Translated into 
civilian use, it has been proven 
that competent emergency 
care at the scene of the acci- 
dent or illness, usually is more 
effective than just a speedy trip 
to the hospital, untreated. 

Andoverites are welcome, 
as they always are, to come to 
the Fire Station on Main St. to 
see the beautiful new addition 
to Andover’s public safety 
equipment.
